Parents Sometimes, if 
Not Oftener, Fail as 
Matrimonial Guides. 
Parental interference in the love 
affairs of grown sons and daughters 
is not always wise. 


Two months ago we read the story 
of a mother so enraged with her son's 


choice of a fiancée; Whom he planned 
to marry at an early date, that. 
she drew a revolver and shot the girl | 
to death. Today she awaits. trial for 
murder. The 19 year old girl's body 
lies under the cold earth, and ‘the boy 
is half crazed with the double tragedy. , 
Rarely does a mother’s will to im- 
pose her judgment upon her child re-. 
sult so tragically as this. But not an 
infrequent cause of unhappy married 
life are marriages brought about by: 
parents or guardians irrespective of 
the wishes of the girl, and often even 
of the son, | 
“TI love a youns man of 20, 23, 24, 
25,“ girls write me, but my mother. 
wants me to marry some other man,“ 
usually one older and more favored in 
money possession, the girl’s natural 
preference for youth and wholesome 
young love being looked upon as a mis- 
fortune.

Sometimes it is not a moneyed ‘suit: 
or whom the parents wish to adopt 
as son-in-law. There may be some 
sentiment peculiarily their own to- 
ward a son or daughter of their partic- 
ular “cronies.” The young couple 
may be utterly incompatible as to tem- 
per. To please their parents some 
times they. agree to marry, and the 
result is often disastrous. 

What else can one expect? How can 
two persons live together for a life- 
time when always there is a feeling 
of constraint on either side and a feel- 
ing, whether vague or well defined, 
that they ought.never to have married 
each other.

who count it their - unquestionable right 
to marry their children to whomsoever 
they like, regardless of distinct pref- 
erences. for others by the children, 18 
not yet extinct: 

It is one thing for paints authority 
to exercise itself when the girl plans 
to ‘sacrifice her life to some profligate 
male—one who can promise. nothing 
but disaster. It is another to try to 
prevent her marriage to a young man 
of clean habits and a clean heart filled 
with love of her, even though that may 
be his sole capital

Marriage to be genuinely happy 
must be free—and there must be love, 
the love that is an inner sympathy, a 
mutual admiration, a sense of blossom- 
ing in each other, a sense of void that 
one has without. the other. Nothing 
less than that can stand the test of 
years. 

It speaks. ill for the success of her 
own matrimonial venture when a 
mother urges her daughter into a mar- 
riage with money as the sole attrac- 
tion. It is contrary to ‘the natural 
laws of youth and love. A parent old 
enough to have a marriageable daugh- 
ter must surely have learned that lav- 
ish expenditure cannot buy happiness 
or love, The weariness of soul forced 
marriage produces is simply nature's 
exacting the penalty for interferénce 
with her nobler plans.
